Reasons for Allowance 

The pending claims are allowable as the references on the record do not teach or fairly 
suggest the claimed subject matter. Particularly, there is no clear motivation to combine the two 
Decoster references (US 6,451,747 and WO 97/46211) as the aminosilicones used by '747 and 
'211 are structurally different.
